EXAMINER 'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Claims 1-3, 5-21 and 23-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art taken separately or jointly does not suggest or teach the following features. 
A method and a computing device including a software tool for submitting API calls, 
comprising (i) at least one symbol table for collecting symbol, parameters and memory

references collected from a log of API calls, and wherein the symbol table is used for mapping 
symbol, parameters and memory references therein to corresponding memory references 
allocated for the software tool, wherein (ii) the log of API calls records API calls that have been 
previously invoked in an execution environment of the software tool; (iii) a call builder to create 
an API call sequence for submitting subsequent API calls to the various components of the 
computing device; and an call executor utilizing an execution template to execute the created 
API call sequence within the software tool execution environment, wherein (iv) said execution 
template is for maintaining a set of resources associated with the corresponding binary files 
associated with the logged API calls; as set forth in claims 1, 11, 19. 

Ringseth, USPN: 6,625,804, discloses a compiler within a unified event model 
programming tool, so that events are captured by listener, and hooked with appropriate handlers. 
Using defined syntax and constructs, and ATL template in accordance with C++ programming 
for COM protocols, the compiler operates using a front end to check syntax using symbol table 
in conjunction with a parser, and a back end for converting intermediate code into executable. 
Ringseth, does not disclose or suggest a log of previously invoked API calls being reused by a 
replay tool so that collection of memory references from logged API calls can be mapped via a 
symbol table as in (i) and recreated as a API sequence according to the previously recorded API 
calls to be submitted as subsequent API calls to the execution runtime as in (ii) and (iii) and 
executed using resources from a execution template as in (iv) within the runtime environment of 
the tool. 

Chong, USPN: 2003/0208743, discloses a workflow generator to generate a workflow 
model as tree-like structure built upon XHTML template collecting user data, the model parsing 
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the input files and mapping of resources and syntax checking during traversal of the model 
structure so to yield intermediate code for compilation. Chong does not teach or suggest a replay 
tool with log and symbol table to recreate subsequent API calls based on logged API calls and 
their recollected memory references as set forth above in (i) (ii) (iii) and (iv).
